Facts Touch lor the Development and 
Route of the Storm. 

The snow came so near to Christmas that

Every Weather Bureau story is the story of 
a “low” and a “high.” A “low” is a 
great patch of the country where the barome- 
ter is a degree or two lower than it is any- 
where else. The high is a place away off, 
thousands of miles, where the barometer is a 
little higher than it is anywhere else. 
Whenever there is a low and a high there is 
sure to be trouble. But the low is always on 
the move, to the northeast, following the 
trade winds, and eventually it gets off the 
Atlantic coast, and probably iedrowned. To 
explain a batch of weather is to tell where the 
low was. first discovered and which way it is 
going or has gone, for before and behind it 
as it travels there will be wind and rain or 
snow. 

This particular low,” said Prof. Dougherty 
last nicht, was first discoveged Christmas 
morning away down in Texas, or rather it 
covered Texas and a part of Mississippi. 
where the barometer stedil at 30.1. ‘The 
shape of this low was oblong. It was400 miles 
long and 150 miles wide, and it stretched froin 
southwest to northeast. When first discov- 
ered it was on the go, and by Tuesday even- 
mg it was flying ‘across Mississippi. This 
morning it was at Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
the thermometer fallen to 29.97. At 7 
o'clock this ovening it had paesed by Chicago 
on the south and was central at Charleston, 
S. C., and by tomorrow morning it will be 
sweeping over the Atlantic. Of course all 
along its route the dense air from the high 
has been rushing to meet it, especially from 
the Northeast,.and the result has been rain 
andsnow. . 

Storm in Varidus States.

was not a match, and that dates was not

We 
submitted the design to the Government 
Mint, and I went to Washington to work for 
the appropriation. I think I ought to know. 
Of course the Columbus side is the head or 
obverse side, The side of any American coin 
with a head or goddess of liberty on it ie the 
obverse side.”’ 

Not at all,” interjected Dr. Selim H. Pea- 
who was for ten years President of the 
Illinois State University. The obverse side 
of acoin is that side ‘having the principal 
image or inscription upon it.“ continued the 
doctor, reading from a dictionary with defini- 
tions.

HIGH WINDS AND SNOW AT GOTHAM. 


“Traffic Ie Impeded, but Sleighing in Cen- 
tral Park Is E-joved. 

New York, Dec. 26.—At 5 o' clock this 
evening snow commenced to fall, the’ wind 
then blowing a gale from the Northeast, The 
velocity of the wind increased until at mid- 
night a hurricane was blowing, with the snow 
falling thickly.

Next, three working” mail 
cars, then two storage mail vats, last an ex- 
press sar. No passenger coaches; passengers 
would be in the way. 

The first is the Kaneas City car. It is 
cropped at Galesburg and is picked up by a 
later train. The nest car is the Iowa car, 
next the lilinois. Nebraska, and Colorado 
car. This car starts out as the Illinois and 
Nebraska car, but as so@n as the train 
crosses the river of course there is no more 
Tllinois mail and the racks used for that State 
are rearranged for the reception of Colorado 
‘mail. After this the head storage car, the 
second storage cat, and the express car. 

The working ears are the regulation mail 
cars, into which every one has had more or 
less of & peep, y are fuli of racks and 
cubby holes. There is a row of boxes along 
the ceiling—the “transom rack —and ail 
availiable vor space except a narrow aisie 
und the room for working tables is filled by 
the iron Harrison bag rack divided into com- 
partments 12x14 inches square, just big 
enough tu clamp the open mouth of a mail 
bag. Each bag and each separation on the 
wooden races has a ilabel—the name of a 
town or a junction point. There are between 
185 and 190 of these compartment, for in- 
stance, on the Iowa car, That is 
so far as the newepa portion of 
the cars goes. There are letter-boxes 
too. Four men work in the car and the dex- 
terity with which they keep a shower of mail 
going into the different compartments with 

train jumping around curves at fifty miles 
an hour is something to be wondered at. The 
bores are arra on the principle of a type 
case. Towns and junctions which are most 
used are placed closest to the working table. 


Use of Storage Cars.

As fast as the papers come out they 
are counted, dumped into the wrappers, 
bundled up, and inte bags they go faster than 
you could wink. 

Most of Tun Taristye’s mail is ‘‘ routed” 
in the office; it is put accurately in the proper 
bags, so that there will have to be no opening 
for sorting. Each bag has a label of a dis- 
tinctive color, so that the railway mail 
service men know exattiy what to do with it. 


THERE IS MONEY IN CARRYING MAILS, 


Why Railroads Are so Active in Increas- 
ing the Efficiency 6f the Service. 

Walter . Gresham, thei Postmaster-Gen. 
eral, and Frank Hatton, his First Assistant, 
came to Chicago about twelve years ago with 
the hope of being able to extend the fast mail 
service beyond Chicago. Fast mail trains 
had been running for some time between New 
York and Chicago with great satisfaction to 
the department. Geu: Gresham went from 
one road to another and at last reached the 
Burlington. That road signed a contract for 
four years to run special mail trains in both 
directions between Chicago and Omaha. 
Soon afterwards a fast mail service was es- 
tablished between Chicago and Minneapolis 
over the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
Eight years ago the Postoffice Department 
closed a four-years’ contract with the Illinois 
Central for a like service to New 
Orleans. By act of Congress about four years 
ago contracts ceased to be made, and the 
government has since been free to shift from 
one road to another. Last March Prosident 
Marvin Hughitt brought the Northwestern 
into line by establishing a service to the 
northward, reaching as far as Marquette, 
rg rae Neenah, Fort Howard, and Fond 
du Lac. This service reached a wide stretch 


of territory by connecting lines at junction 


points. Three months ago the fast train 
service was extended to the Missouri Valley. 

The Northwestern made these innovations 
after the competing lines had been duly no- 
tified, but the effect was none the less to stir up 
the big Western roads ina move to protect 
their mali business and to seek new fields. By 
a connection at Carnsforth the Northwestern 
was enabied to capture neariy all the Eastern 
mail into Des Moines from the Rock Island. 
The last named road at once put its own fast 
mail into service as far as Des Moines and 
the Northwestern finally retreated from its 
rivai’s territory. 

For three months the Northwestern’s fast 
trains have been stopped at Missouri Valley, 
almost within sight of Omaha. There the 
mall and express were held two or three 
hours, against the protests of Omaha busi. 
ness-men. Monday the Northwestern took 
the matter into its own hands and sent its 
train through to Omaha. Like the Rock Ia}. 
and, the Burlington immediately set about to 
protect itseif from the competition of the new

The Democratic 
vote, it is said by one who has fully canvassed 
the situation, will be about evenly divided for 


and against the measure. The Republicans 


are generally expected to vote against the 
measure. While the bill is far from satisfac- 
tory to many of the Domocratic members 
who will support it they will, they say, vote 
for it because it will improve in their opinion 
the present situation. Judge Culberson put 


it in this way: 

„We are like a tramp,” said he, who has 
been ordered out of town. It does not matter 
much whether he goes to New York, Baiti- 
more, or Richmond. But move he must. 
The situation of the Treasury is identical. 
Something must be done to relieve it. If this 
bill does not accomplish all it should it will 
at least accomplish something.“ 

Representative Bland, who has a free coin- 
age substitute pending, is very doubtful of 
his ability to secure even a record-making 
vote upon it. Chairman Springer has already 
given notice he will make a 
point of order against the substitute 
on the ground that it is not 
germane, and Mr. Bland believes it will be 
the program of the advocates of the currency 
bill to rule this substitute out on this point. 
Although he insists the substitute, dealing as 
it does not only with coinage but with cur- 
runcy, is germane, he seems inclined to the 
opinion that the point of order will be sus- 
tained. In the event it is not sustained, how- 
ever, he says that inasmuch as the substitute 
will be defeated in Committee of the Whole, 
that the fact will preclude the possibility of 
securing a record-making vote on his proposi- 
tion in the House. 

David H. Moffat, President of the First 
National Bank of Denver, Colo., does not 
approve of the proposed convention of bank- 
ers of the inter-mountain Pacific Coast States 
to discuss currency revision, a call for which 
has been issued by the Salt Lake Chamber of 
Commerce.

-RBUSSIA’S BIG TRADE WITH GERMANY, 


Commercial Treaty of Great Benefit 
to Muscovite Grain Growers. 
Wasuinator, D. C., Dec, 26:—Our Consul 

at Bamberg, Louis Stern, has submitted some 

statistics showing the remarkable stimulation 
of trade between Germany and Russia conse- 
quent upon the negotiation of the new com- 
mercial treaty. The imports of Russian grain 
into Germany in particular have reached such 
proportions that the Consul believes it proper 
to call the attention of the American trade to 
the fact. The exportation of this Russian 
grain into Germany during the first ten 
months of the current year has increased 
106.2 per cent, and of bariey 298.1 per cent, 
as compared with the previous year. On the 
other hand Germany's demand for Russian 
petroleum is falling off, being 54.2 per cent 
less than last year. ‘This indicates that Amer- 
ican petroleum has gained almost full con- 
trol of the German market. Exports from 

Germany to Russia are likewise steadily in- 

creasing.

BY RAIL INTO YOSEMITE VALLBY. 


Project of Chicago and Other Capitalists 
That Will Please Tourists. 

Chicago capitalists, in conjunction with 
others in New York and California, may un- 
dertake an improvement in the Golden State 
in the shape of an electric road which will in- 
volve an expenditure of $2,500,000. A brief 
dispatch from California in Tae TRUE a 
few days ago described the projected road as 
running from Merced, in the San Joaquin 
Valiey. 

As planned, it is to continue from that town 
into the heart of the Yosemite Valley, a dis- 
tance of 100 miles. A. F. Hatch, one of the 
Chicago men interested, said yesterday that 
few things in connection with the project 
were definitely settied, except the plan ina 
general way. 

The purpose,” he said, “is to furnish 
modern transportation facilities into the 
Yosemite. At present visitors leave the rail- 
road either at Merced or Raymond and travel 
by. stage into the valley. It is a four days’ 
journey for the round trip and a laborious 
mountain climb for animals, although the 
same distance could be traversed under some 
conditions in a few hours, Despite the dis- 
comforts of the trip many people visit the 
region. By an electric road the journey will 
be reduced to a five hours’ ride in a comfort- 
able car. It is proposed to equip the road for 
freight traffic in connection with passenger 
business. I know the carrying of freight. by 
an electric roadisan experiment, but it has 
been done and we think it can be accom- 
plished regularly, successfully, and profit- 


ably.

It is aoubtful if Gernart 
Hauptmann, who stands in the first rank of 
rea istic dramatists in Germany, and who, 
therefore, has much at stake, w.li permit one 
ol h.s strungest and most significant work ; to 
be diverted to sensational uses. If Herr Most 
has fallen under the speli of the stage it would 
be far better that he should provide hia:se.f 
with a melodrama common to American life 
and take his place among the prize-fighters 
and other notoriety-seekers.who class them- 
eelves with actors simp y for the money and 
advertising it brings thera.

CONTESTING THE INCOME-T AX LAW. 

There is but ode: t of much importance 
in the suit brought week in the District of 
Columbia to test the constitutionality of the 
income tax which the Demigcrats voted to 
please the Populists. That point is whether 
the principles of equal taxation can be de- 
parted from so far as to free from taxation 
all whose incomes are less than $4,000 
while alf who receive more than that sum are 
taxable. 

This was one of the objections made to this 
measure by Senator Hili and others when it 
was before the Senate—that it sought to 
divide the community into two classes, one 
of which, though many of its members might 
have incomes the capitalized value of which 
would be 870,000, should be free from taxa- 
tion though receiving the protection of the 
government, while the other class, num bering 
only a few thousands, would have to submit 
to taxation, 

Those European natiéns which have an in- 
come tax exempt the smallest incomes. The 
law which was passed in this country during 
the rehellion did not touch incomes of less 
than $600. But nowhere and at no time has 
there been as large an exemption as that of 
the present law. It was made so large that it 
might hit some sections and spare others. 
It was made so large that the South might 
escape and the North be punished. 

While there was a small exemption under 
the old law, the question of the authority of 
Congress to meke it never was passed on by the 
Supreme Court. When Mr. Springer fought 
the law he did so on the ground that the in- 
come tax was a direct tax in the meaning of 
the Constitution and must be assessed on the 
basis of population. The Supreme Court de 
cided otherwise ahd sustained the law. 

That question has been settled and will not 
The court is asked now to 
pass on a very different matter. It may be 
contended with justice that a certain emall 
portion of an income should be exempt from 
taxation on the ground that it costs more to 
collect a tax on very smal! incomes thun the 
tax would amount to, so that the government 
would be a-loter by the operation. Thus. 
while the Ii\inois Constitution requires a nan 
to pay a tax in proportion to the value of his 
property, no Assessor dreama of assessing the 


small belongings of a poor family, and henee 


it comes that the mass of the working people 
who do not bappen to wave lots or houses es- 
cape taxation altogether. 

But in this case Congress has exempted 
84.000, and consequently’ throws the whole 
burden of the tax ona few thousand peopie 
out of hundreds of thousands, If Congress 
can do that it can make an exemption of 
$10,000, raise’ the rate of taxation, and col- 
lect millions from a few hundred people. Or 
it enn raise the exemption and the tax rate 
still more and contiscate the incomes of a 
If the Supreme 
Court says Congress can do that then the 
theories of equal taxation which have been 
adhered to very steadily in this country from 
the outset will amount to nothing when a 
Democratic- Populist Congress is in power. 

As this tax will de due in six months and 
the making of returns of income will begin in 
three it is most desirable that this case should 
be pushed forward as rapidiy as possible and 
«hould be heard and decided by the Supreme 
Court without deluy. It would gave much 


bother, however, if the President were to call 


Congress together in March and let it repeal 
‘this offensive tax and provide some other and 
better method of ‘raising the revenue which 
it is assumed it will furnish. The simplest 
plan is to double the beer tax, for that will be 
productive of revenue at once. 


CRY FOR “ MORE MONEY.” 

There is an extensive cry for more 
money.“ 
plan, the supporters of the new plan formu- 
jated by Mr. Carlisle, and the free silverites 
all talk about the necessity for more 
money. They do not stop to ask themselves 
who would have the more money in case 


} of the increase demanded, ner to tell how a 


man could have more m unless he 
buys it with things that are wanted by 
other people, or steais it or counterfeits it. 
Supposing the people who want ‘more 
money have the products of labor to sell 
and ‘can get more money for them, 
the change in price will be of no 
benefit to them if the advance be simply 
commensurate with a deterioration in the 
money, 
reckon present prices in half dollars instead 
of in half the number pf whole dollars. Ifa 
man have more money of a poorer sort than 
before, then, ef course, prices will go up, but 
there is uo real gain by the man. It he gets 
for his land or anything else he may have to 
sell more money of a poorer kind he has not 
gained any advantage by the change in con- 


amount of currency needed ina eountry and 
the total value of merchandise and other 
property that is sold in the country. The 
amount of money at command may be said 
to counterbalance not the property itself but 
so much of it as ordinarily changes hands in 
the course of business. It is true that when- 
ever thecurrency is increased by watering 
it prices advance, but they do so only in in- 
verse proportion to the change in the purchas- 
ing power of the currency unit and there is no 
real change in values, as may be proved by 
referring the hew quotations to the former 
unit of purchasing power. The exchangeable 
relations of the different commodities remain 
the same. If two bushels of corn were worth 
one bushel of wheat under the old plan the 
ratio of bulk for equal values would remain 
attwo to one, andif it took ten bushels of 
wheat to pay fora coat before the change it 
would take ten bushels of the grain to buy the 
coat after wards. 

When there is a necessity for increasing the 
currency it comes with an increase in the val- 
nes of exchangeable property; not with a de- 
cline in prices. The latter process makes 
money abundant, and no increase in the 
amount of money would induce a man to sel! 
any property he may possess forasum of 


money which was not desirable by reference 


to what he could buy with the money. Hence 
to increase the money beyond actual require. 
ments does not minister to healthy business, 
and to increase by watering—that is, by low.

On the contrary, it 
would lessen the amqunt of business confi- 
dence and credit. which is necessary to the 
active and remunerative employment of la- 
bor, and thus result in disaster to the whole 
country and to every honest man in it. 


WHAT THE POLICE SHOULD DO, 

The members of the police force do not 
look favotably on Ald. Kerr’s committee, 
which is about to investigate them. They are 
inclined to defy its authority and to refuse to 
appear before it if called on to do so. They 
are aware of the political performances they 
were guilty of during the recent campaign | 
and they are afraid they will be interrogated 


‘concerning them. It would be exceeding}y 


foolish for them to treat the committee with 
disrespect. It would result finally in their 
being thrown off the force and possibly pun- 
ished to boot.

It may be admitted that many. of the of- 
fenses of the police during the campaign were 
committed under duress. The men knew that 
if they did not obey orders and work for the 
Democratic candidates, neglectmg the duties 
the taxpayers paid them to perform, they | 
would be dropped.

PENNOYER’S LAST SHRIEK. 

Pennoyer emerges from obscurity to in- 
form Mr. Cleveland that sixty years ago 
the Democratic party had a President who 
defied the banks in the interest of the people. 
Has it now a President who defies the people 
in the interest of banks?’ 

Sixty years‘ago there was a United States 
bank whose botes were below par nowhere, 
but were above par in the West and other then 
remote parts of the country. President Jack- 
son vetoed the bill ‘for the renewal of the 
charter of that bank and told the State banks 
to go ahead and issue notes freely. They did 
so. with alacrity, and the wildcat era began 
which lasted till the war and which cost the 
people of the United States tens of millions 
of dollars. For the State banks, which is- 
sued notes on insufficient security or no se- 
curity, were continually failing and their 
notes became worthless in the hands of the 
last holder. 

Just how it was for the interest of the peo- 
ple for Gen, Jackson to drive out honest notes 
and replace them with rotten ones was not 
apparent at the time and is not apparent now. 
It was the worst financial blunder ever com- 
mitted by a President of the United States, 
and only a domineering, intractable, obsti- 
nate man like Jackson would have been guil- 
ty of it. 

Just how far the President is mixed up in 
the various currency-tinkering schemes which 
have been made public of late is not known. 
It is certain, however, that Mr. Carlisle, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, is in favor of the 
plan which bears his name. That plan if car- 
ried out would give the country State bank 
notes, many of which would be as bad as 
those with which Jackson afflicted the coun- 
try. Yet Pennoyer praises Jackson, and at- 
tacks Cleveland, who, he assumes, favors 
Carlisie’s plan, for followimg in the footsteps 
of Jackson. 

Why this discrimination? Because what 
Pennoyer wants now is not State bank notes, 
good or bad, but free silver. He wants the 
latter because of its effect on credits, and be- 
cause it would liberate debtors from more 
than half their debts. For in the event of 
free coinage and adrop to a silver monometal- 
lic basis, 46-cent silver dollars could be used 
to pay debts with. But State bank notes 
could not be used thus without the consent of 
the creditor. Individuals would be cheated 
with them, but there would be no sweeping 
confiscation of credits as with free silver. 
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FOOTBALL CAMPAIGN CASUALTIES. 

The football season is now over and the list 
of deaths and casualties has been compiled. 
In this grewsome category two have broken 
their legs and three wrenched them severely, 
ten have broken their collar- bones and two 
their roses, three have broken their jaws, 
seven have sprained their ankles, and thirveen 
have bad severe scalp wounds by being kicked 
in the head. Two have dislocated and eight 
have wrenched their knees, Two have dislo- 
cated their shoulders, one has sprained his 
neck, and another has wrenched his hip. One 
has broken hie ribs and another his thigh, 
and five others have been severely injured in 
various ways, In all over eighty players have 
been maimed, and many of hem will fegl the 
effects for a long time to come if not perma- 
nently. 

This is not the worst of the story. Three 
players have been killed, one has been par- 
alyzed, two have gone to the insane asylum, 
and two colleges had to disband their teams 
for the geason, as they were uflable to play, 
so many of them were knocked ‘out in this 
gentlemanly game. In the face of such a 
long and pieture: que category of chsualties 
it is useless forany one to defend the game 
as now played from a physical standpoint, 
while it is absurd to make a moral defense of 
it, as did the President of the University of 
Wisconsin. It has killed one more than the 
prize ring, its chief competitor, and it has 
critically injured scores more, If this game 
of mauling and bruising, leg, hip, thigh, col- 
lar-bone, jaw, and nose breaking is to con- 
tinue then it is time for the college author- 
ities to take the matter in hand and demand 
that the football Captains shail meet in con- 
vention and so revise the rules as to protect 
players from the dangers to which they are 
| now ex as well as from the brutality of 
| fellow-players. Tf, the rules are not revised 
then the college authorities should combine 
and put an end to the business. There is no

WHEAT EXPORTS AND PRICES. 
The latest report of the United States Sec. 
retary of Agriculture contains a table of 
prices of produce, from which it appears that 
the average selling price of American red win- 


| ter wheat in the English markets for the first 


nine months of this year was about 69.2 cents 
per bushel of sixty pounds. As the average 
price of cash No. 2 wheat in this market for 
the same time was about 50½ certs, this 
would give barely 1344 cents per bushel for 
the cost of transportation and other charges 
between Chicago and Liverpool, if the wheat 
quoted in England were our No. 2 or equal to 
it in grade. But that is not the case. It is 
well known that wheat which would grade No. 
3 in this market isa favorite with shippers, 
and that most of them take the No. 2 only 
when a sufficient quantity ef-the lower grade | 
is not available, The samo is believed to be 
true of other markets, so that it is fair to in- 
fer the No. 3 more nearly represents the aver- 
age quality of the grain quoted as American 
red winter than No. 2 does. 
making this allowance there still remains the 
fact that the price of wheat in the English 
markets is less than half of what it was twenty 
to twenty-five years ago, and that by far the 
greater part of the decline is due to the vast 
decrease in transportation charges, wheat 
now being carried the whole distance for lit- 
tle more than used to be paid by lake from 
Chicago to Buffalo. 

Low carrying charges are offered to the 
wheat of other exporting countries as well as 
ours, and Secretary Morton says the United 
States has not this year maintained its posi- 
tion as a wheat-seller in Eng and. During the 
first nine months of 1894 there was a de- 
crease of 1344 m.llion bushels-<in our exports 
of wheat, while the United Kingdom took in 
9 million bushels more than for the corre- 
sponding time in 1893. The increased ship. 
ments were principally from Russia, Argen- 
tina, and Australasia. ‘*A primary cause for 
the falling off of American wheat upon the 
Eng ish markets during the early part of this 
year is found in the fact that Argentina was a 
free seller, while our people ca fig- 
ures a trifle above ths British market,“ but in 
October there were signs of an improvement 
in this respect. The Secretary does not men- 
tion our exports of flour in this connection, so 
that the decrease in the aggregate of both 
wheat and the flour made from it is not stat- 
ed. But he is emphatic on the point that 
** wheat will in all probability remain at rela- 
tively low figures for all time to came, except 
when there are faiiures of the crop in large 
wheat-growing sections of the earth.“ The

The comapny has 
adjusted wages, and it has at the same 
time adjusted the rents of the numerous 


houses it owns and lets to its employés. 


Houses which used to rent for $12 a month 
can be had now for $8.50, a reduction of 
nearly 30 per cent. This is justice. If the 
Pullman company had done the same thing 
last summer it would have deen much less 
severely criticised. But while it was cutting 
down wages, which were falling every where, 
it wanted to keep its rents paid by its men up 
to the old scale, though rents were falling 
every where else. Mr. Frick has not commit- 
ted that blunder, and that may be one of the 
reasons why the Homestead workers will ac- 
cept the Tendiustment ot wages.

Practically they ar- 
raigned, tried, and proceeded to punish at 
the same time the general business public, 
which had no part in the quarrel except as an 
involuntary sufferer and was punished to an 
extent more than three times greater than 
were the railroads whom the strike leaders 
undertook to injure as a means of reaching 
the car company at Pullman. Nothing more 
arbitrary or unfair, more unjust in principle 
or dictatorial in the carrying out, was ever at- 
tempted by any body of men claiming to be 
civilized human beings. The best thing the 
millions of well-disposed workingmen in the 
United States could do in regard to the Debs 
strike would be to acknowledge it was not 
justitied by the facts of the case, since it was 
a strike against unoffending parties both di- 
rectly and indirectly; and that Debs and his 
associates ought to be thankful they have been 
dealt with so leniently by the court. 


Tun Democratic free-trade papers not only 
can, but do, prove by extracts from the Cul- 
lomite papers, and particularly the Decatur 
Republican, that previous to an election they 
say they are in favor of a moderate judicious 
tariff, and endeavor to persuade the voters 
that such is their policy, but that immediately 
after au election they become rabid in sup- 
port of a monopoly tariff and abuse every 
paper in their own party which does not join 
with them in their wild, extravagant demaads.

SWEEPING COMPULSORY SCHOOL LAW. 
It Goes Into Effect Next Tuesday and Cor- 
rects Previous Defects. 

New York, Dec. 26.—(Special.}—The 
school law that will go iuto effect next Tues- 
day provides u system for compulsory educa- 
tion in this State and is sweeping enough, it 
is said, to furnish no excuse in any part of it 
tor a violation of any of its provis- 
ions. One interesting clause in the 
bill says districts omitting to enforce 
the law may de punished by being 
deprived of one-half of their apportioned 
school money. new law also says per- 
sons responsible for the failure of children to 
comply with it shall be subject toa fine of 
five cents for each offense, and habitual tru- 
ants may be arrested without a warrant and 
taken before a magistrate and sentenced to a 
truant school, an orphan asylum, or some 
other place ot restraint. When ths new 
law was effected there was already on the 
statute books an educational law that was 
termed, compulsory, because it compelled 
parents to send their children to school. The 
law was generally obeyed, but it did not fill 
the requirements, use in many instances 
the children were turned away on account of 
the lack of room. The new law seeks to cor- 
rect this by trying to force school authorities 
to provide all of the room needed.
